Kentucky Gover¬ 
nor Matt Bevin signed 
an Executive Order July 
11, expanding the Work 
Ready Kentucky Scholar¬ 
ship (WRKS) to include 
students enrolled in cer¬ 
tificate, diploma, and as¬ 
sociate of applied science 
degree in the state’s top 
five high-demand work¬ 
force sectors. Addition¬ 
ally, the scholarship will 
now be available for high 
school students for dual 
credit career and tech¬ 
nical education (CTE) 
courses in pathways in 
Kentucky’s top five high- 


demand sectors leading to 
industry-recognized certi¬ 
fications. 

The scholarship, ini¬ 
tially announced by Gov. 
Bevin in December 2016, 
provides financial aid 
for eligible Kentuckians 
who have not yet earned 
at least an associate’s de¬ 
gree. Through the WRKS, 
eligible students can re¬ 
ceive funding to study in 
any of the following high- 
demand fields of work in¬ 
cluding: Advanced Man¬ 
ufacturing, Business and 
IT, Construction Trades, 
Healthcare, and Transpor¬ 


tation and Logistics. 

Prior to the July 2018 
executive order, WRKS 
only provided tuition for 
up to 32 credit hours and 
was aimed at providing 
career certifications. The 
scholarship can now also 
be used for high school 
students interested in 
pursuing careers in the 
five high-demand sectors. 
Kentucky’s Dual Credit 
Scholarship Program cov¬ 
ers the cost of two dual 
credit courses for high 
school students. Now 
with the Work Ready 
Kentucky Scholarship, 
depending on students’ 
course of study, they will 
have the opportunity to 
earn up to 30 credit hours 
of dual credit with tuition

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Locations of Bronze Highway 
Markers In Bracken County 


Located in Bracken 
County are a dozen, large 
bronze markers secured 
to metal poles next to 
our highways and streets. 
Each marker explains an 
historic event which hap¬ 
pened near that particular 
location. Most of these 
markers were ordered by 
past historic groups and 
individuals. One person, 
who tirelessly spearhead¬ 
ed the research and raised 
funds for the markers, 
was Elizabeth Parker, 
a former resident of 
Brooksville and Augusta 
and a founding member 
of Bracken County His¬ 
torical Society. With her 
assistance, much of the 
history of this county was 
kept at the forefront of the 
weekly news and secured 
for generations on these 
permanent markers. 

Starting your driv¬ 
ing tour In Augusta and 
traveling south on KYI9 
about 500 feet to the 
Baker-Bird Winery is 
the location of the mark¬ 
er “Bracken County

the history of the Battle 
of Augusta; located in the 
Augusta Public Square 
at Appelman Park is the 
marker “Philip Buck¬ 
ner” which relates the 
history of the Revolu¬ 
tionary War veteran and 
his donation of land for 
the city; between Frank¬ 
fort and Bracken Streets 
is the “Augusta Col- 
lege-1822-1849” marker 
on Augusta Independent 
School property which 
relates the history of the 
first sustaining Methodist 
College in the U. S. 

Driving east from 
Augusta on KY8, until 
you reach the Bracken 
and Mason County line, 
was the location of the 
“Casto-metcalfe Duel” 
marker describing the 
duel with pistols between 
Maysville Mayor Casto 
and Metcalfe, son of a 
former governor. This 
marker has been relo¬ 
cated mistakenly on KY8 
in Mason County but will 
be returned in the future. 

Driving west from 
Augusta on KY8 to 
Wellsburg, turn left 
onto KY 1109 where 
stands the marker #1942 
or “Bradford School 
House” which tells of 
the one-room school- 
house recently listed on 
the National Register of 
Historic Places. Con¬ 
tinuing west on KY8 at 
the junction of KY2228 
near Foster is the mark¬ 
er “Kenton Ambushes 
Indians” which reveals 
the history of an ambush 
in 1793 between Native 
Americans and Mason 
County pioneer Simon 
Kenton. 

Using KY2228 and 
returning to KY9-AA 
Hwy and traveling east 
a few miles to the junc¬ 
tion of KYI 159 is the 
location of the “Walcott 
Covered Bridge” mark¬ 
er giving the description 
of the “King and Queen” 
truss covered bridge built 
in 1824 before traffic 
was halted in 1954. This 
bridge is also listed on 
the National Register of 
Historic Places. Contin¬ 
ue south on KYI 159 to 
Brooksville until turning 
south on KY 19 in the cen¬ 
ter of town - travel 3 miles 
to Powersville where the 
“Founder Of Augusta” 
marker should be soon as 
it is being repaired in the 
District Highway office 
in Crescent Springs. This 
marker also honors Philip 
Bucker and his Powers¬ 
ville home “Woodlawn” 
and gravesite. 

The last marker 
in Bracken County is 
the “John Gregg Fee 
(1816-1901)” and “Ar¬ 
nold Gragston”, which 
is located on KY875 in 
front of the Germantown 
Community Center. This 
marker honors Fee as a 
determined abolition¬ 
ist and founder of Berea 
College. The reverse side 
tells about Arnold Grags¬ 
ton, a former young slave 
who lived near German¬ 
town and transported 
over 300 slaves to free¬ 
dom in Ohio. 

Augusta Rotary 
Foundation is completing 
the application process 
to place another bronze 
marker in Augusta com¬ 
memorating the earlier 
settlement of Fort An¬ 
cient Native Americans. 
This marker most likely 
will be set in 2019.

THE DARK NIGHT OF THE SOUL 

Everyone has their ups and downs. Very few 
people remain on an even keel, emotionally or 
spiritually. Just as we have periods of high and 
low emotions, we can be spiritually elevated one 
day and spiritually down in the dumps the next. 
Religious depressions are sometimes described 
as “dark nights of the soul,” and even the saints 
have sometimes felt as if God had abandoned 
them at these times. Even Jesus experienced 
something like this, saying “My God, my God, 
why have you abandoned me” when he was dying 
on the cross. Most of us will never experience 
anything as horrific as being crucified, but we 
will all experience some low points spiritually.

Looking Back: The Hannah Cummins 
Chapter ofWMU - 1959-Present 


In June 1959, the 
young women of Wil¬ 
low Baptist church met 
at the home of Susie 
Perkins and answered 
the call to begin mis¬ 
sion work, forming a 
“circle” of the WMU. 
Encouraged by their 
associational director 
and church member, 
Florene Haley, the la¬ 
dies chose the name 
“Hannah Cummins” to 
honor the oldest, most 
faithful, loyal member 
of the church. Members 
at the first organized 
meeting were: Fannie 
Lou Hedgecock, Mae 
Jo Flaugher, Eunice 
Brooks, Wilma King, 
Rosemary Cline, Hazel 
Biddle, Helen Hedge- 
cock, Virginia Bowles, 
Betty Lou King (first 
president), Betty Jean 
King, Alberta Miller, 
Martha Peddicord, Su¬ 
sie Perkins, and Betty 
Keith, the pastor’s 
wife. 

Beginning in 1960, 
the group began the 
following activities: 
reorganized Sunbeams, 
Girls in Action, and 
Acteens; held a Wil¬ 
low Little League Ban¬ 
quet; honored Mrs. 
Hannah Cummins each 
year on her birthday 
until her death in 1965; 
hosted WMU Associa¬ 
tional meetings; visited 
rest homes; served re¬ 
freshments regularly 
to youth and men’s 
groups; began missions’ 
study courses; coordi¬ 
nated Eliza Broadus 
(state), Annie Arm¬ 
strong (national) and 
Lottie Moon (foreign) 
Missions programs; 
sent care packages and 
letters to military men 
and women and foreign 
missionaries, Mike 
and Debbie Brooks, 
journeymen in Gaza, 
Israel, 1983-1985 and 
Dr. Dale Beighle and 
family, missionaries in 
Africa. 

In 1969, need¬ 
ing funds and wanting 
to do more in com¬ 
munity missions, the 
Chapter held its first 
“White Elephant Sale” 
among the members 
at the home of Mae Jo 
Flaugher. The White 
Elephant Sale changed 
to an annual Christmas 
Auction in 1975 with

Program. Gift cards, 
food, clothing, household 
items, and paying for util¬ 
ities to those in need have 
been part of their com¬ 
munity missions, as well 
as funding many church 
renovation projects. 

The Hannah Cum¬ 
mins Chapter has had 
many wonderful cooks 
who have shared recipes 
with each other for years.

Rememberings of an American 
President: Abraham Lincoln 


Notes by Lola May 
Staggs Barnard during 
the 1950’s to 1970’s 

Lincoln’s great, 
great, grandson takes 
his wife and their five 
children of Augusta, 
Kentucky to see the me¬ 
morial in Washington, 
D.C. erected in honor of 
their ancestor - President 
Abraham Lincoln the 16 th 
President, a double term 
President. 

Legend as told by 
one whom Lincoln was 
claimed to have called 
his second of eight, later, 
nine, Case grandchildren 
of Northern Kentucky. 

My father George 
Kelly Staggs, Sr., had 
rickets until he was old¬ 
er, so he sat at his grand¬ 
mother’s knee (so to 
speak) as she told many 
things she admired about 
knowing her grandfather 
personally. 

She told of several 
times being in his pres¬ 
ence with her mother 
when he came to Cincin¬ 
nati, Ohio. She told of al¬ 
ways being happy to see 
him and listen as he spoke 
to the crowd which gath¬ 
ered. She told of shaking 
hands with the President, 
her grandfather. 

They seemed to have 
been placed with the dig¬ 
nitaries as many listeners 
were gathered around. 
She and her mother told, 
they knew him well. 

Mary Elizabeth Case 
Staggs claimed her ma¬ 
ternal grandfather Lin¬ 
coln came to the home of 
his only known daughter, 
Sarah Rosa, (her mother 
and father) John Edward 
(Ned) Case. 

She told of the many 
times her grandfather 
Lincoln came down the 
hill from their home. 

Grandfather Lin¬ 
coln would sit on the 
seat height rock wall at 
the southern bank of the 
North Fork of the Lick¬ 
ing River. 

My father, Kelly 
Staggs, said the area was 
not far from the Brid- 
geville, Kentucky area. 
During the last days of 
the Civil War, my father, 
Kelly Staggs, Sr., said 
Mary Elizabeth’s father 
operated the Woodward- 
Kabler water grist mill, 
at the same location. She 
told Kelly, her grandson, 
her grandfather Lincoln 
talked much about the 
power of water especial¬ 
ly when the power could 
be harnessed. 

My father said he 
was 5 years of age when 
the first shiny copper 
penny was stamped out 
with the likeness of the 
one he was told was his 
paternal great, great, 
grandfather, President 
Abraham Lincoln. My 
father, George “Kelly” 
Staggs, Sr., never saw his 


great, great, grandfather, 
President Lincoln. He 
however has been told 
he bears many admirable 
physical attributes. Older 
descendants felt Uncle 
Bens’ voice may have 
been comparable to his 
great, great, grandfather 
President Abraham Lin¬ 
coln. My dad Kelly and 
his brother Bennett (Ben) 
Lee Staggs, both had 
what some referred to as 
silver or gray eyes. Beau¬ 
tiful eyes, which went 
from a beaming blue 
(some said) to a shade of 
hazel. They drew many 
admirable compliments. 
When I view the Nancy 
Hanks composite facial 
likeness painting of Pres¬ 
ident Lincoln’s mother, 
Nancy, I can’t view it 
without seeing, to me the 
becoming facial features 
of my father, as well as a 
few others of the Hanks 
families, I have person¬ 
ally known, as special 
friends. 

Our family of seven 
were in the tour group 
wide photograph of the 
Augusta and Bracken 
County High School 
graduates, a panoramic 
tour group photo which 
was offered for purchase. 
We had a group pan¬ 
oramic tour photo which 
isn’t around any more. 
Our family of seven were 
a part of the Cherry Blos¬ 
som tour of Washington, 
D.C. and may have been 
at one side in front. 

My family members 
attending were - Alberta 
McCane Staggs, George 
Kelly Staggs, Sr., Helen 
and Ruth, Lola May, 
Anna and George Kelly, 
Jr. Schools we attended: 
Western Hills School, 
then in 1943-44 Augusta 
Public School. In 1949 
we returned to Western 
Hills and Bracken Coun¬ 
ty High School where 
Helen and Ruth gradu¬ 
ated in 1950. 

If one of these photo¬ 
graphs can be located, I’d 
love to see it. It was the 
Spring of 1946 or 1947. 
(Especially with the sev¬ 
en pictured).

Annual turkey counts 
go high tech 

Apps now available to 
allow more people to 
participate in research 
For those interested 
helping researchers

estimate the size of Ken¬ 
tucky’s turkey flock, now 
there’s an app for that. 

Zak Danks, ruffed 
grouse and wildlife tur¬ 
key program coordina¬ 
tor for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources, said 
the department has add¬ 
ed a smart phone app 
and a web-based sur¬ 
vey to make it easier for 
people to report turkeys 
and poults spotted in the 
summer. 

“Since 1984, this sur¬ 
vey has provided data on 
turkey productivity and 
survival in Kentucky,” 
Danks said. “Traditional¬ 
ly, we’ve asked people to 
fill out surveys then mail 
them in. Adding apps and 
the web-based survey 
makes it faster and more 
convenient for people to 
help out with this impor¬ 
tant research.” 

Danks encourages 
hunters, wildlife watch¬ 
ers and anyone who 
spends time traveling the 
state to participate in the 
survey. The department 
gathers survey informa¬ 
tion in July and August. 

Surveys results help 
researchers determine if 
weather conditions in the 
spring have affected the 
number of young turkeys 
surviving into the sum¬ 
mer. 

For those wishing to 
participate in the turkey 
survey, visit the Kentucky 


Fish and Wildlife web¬ 
site at fw.ky.gov. Click 
the “seasons” tab, then 
use the pull-down menu 
for “hunt” on the top left 
comer of the page. Select 
“game species” followed 
by “spring turkey.” This 
page has links to a print 
and mail survey, a web- 
based survey and the app 
for Apple or Android 
smart phones.

Kentucky Now Has a Three- 
Foot Bicycle Passing Law

The 2018 Kentucky 
Legislature passed a three- 
foot bicycle passing law 
sponsored by Rep. Jerry 
Miller that will take effect 
July 14, 2018. 

The law requires ve¬ 
hicles passing a bicycle 
to use the adjacent lane if 
available. If an adjacent 
lane is not available, then 
the passing vehicle should 
pass to the left at a distance 
not less than three feet be¬ 
tween the vehicle and the 
bicycle. If the bicycle is 
in a bicycle lane, the pass¬ 
ing vehicle should still be 
at least three feet from the 
bicycle. 

Distance is measured 
from the outmost por¬ 
tion of the vehicle to the 
outmost portion of the 
bicycle. A pickup truck 
with wide view mirrors 
would require a space of 
three feet from the mirrors 
to the end of the bicycle 
handlebar. 

If the roadway, the 
distance from the edge of 
the pavement to the other 
side of the pavement, is 
too narrow to give three 
feet clearance, then the 
passing vehicle should use 
reasonable caution. Typi¬ 
cally this will occur on 
one-lane roads less than 
10 to 12 feet wide. 

The new law also al¬ 
lows passing vehicles to 
legally cross a double yel¬ 
low line to pass a bicycle 
- if there is enough sight 
distance to safely pass, 
considering the slower 
speed of the bicycle and 
greater visibility around 
the bicycle. 

Thirty-four states 
have similar safe passing 
laws to use the adjacent 
lane or give three feet or 
more. 

Like all states, Ken¬ 
tucky law also requires 
cyclists to follow the ba¬ 


sic rules of the road. Like 
any operator of a vehicle, 
a bicyclist must ride with 
traffic, obey traffic laws 
and stop at stop signs and 
red lights. 

When following the 
rules of the road, a cyclist 
has the same right-of-way 
as any car, truck or bus 
driver. 

However, state law 
requires a bicycle to oper¬ 
ate as near to the right side 
of the roadway as prac¬ 
ticable. While the word 
“practicable” is undefined, 
there are many exceptions 
cited when it would be 
unreasonable or unsafe to 
ride on the right side of 
the lane - for example, to 
avoid parked cars, surface 
hazards, or moving ve¬ 
hicles. 

Cyclists are also per¬ 
mitted to ride two abreast, 
meaning side-by-side, in 
the same lane. 

Cyclists must also use 
a white light on the front of 
the bike and a red reflector 
or red light in the rear be¬ 
tween sunset and sunrise 
or whenever the weather 
makes lights necessary. 

Laws related to bi¬ 
cycles are in Kentucky 
Administrative Regula¬ 
tions, KAR 14:020. The 
three foot law is at KRS 
189.300 amended.
